This is the practical effect of 
writing the words “not negotiable” 
across a cheque.

The using of “crossed cheques” 
‘fairly bristles with legal subleties and 
to the practical business man, once 
off the path of common practice and 
the definition of a crossed cheque al-.

Do thoy exist to a greater extent 
than “when father was a boy?" 


No doubt ona could obtain many 
answers to sucn uestions. I sholl try 
to answer a few of them from the 
standpoint of a high school teacher of 
some years of experience. Such an- 
swers must of necessity be only par- 
tial. They are not statistical arg they 
are obviously not untinged witu per- 
sonal bias. I give them for what they 
are worth. 

Firstly, the exaggerated frivolous- 
ness. In my opinion there {is substan- 
tial truth in the charge. Perhaps it 
seems so to me [because of the fact 
that many more young people attend 
high school now than formerly, and it 
is in the high school that the teacher 
comes in contact with them. Certain- 
ly there is a spirit of downright frivol- 
ly among high school students now 
that was not present a quarter of a 
century ago.

“rattle-headed and neurotic interest” 
and the “lack of sense of responsibil- 
ity” are corolaries of the qualities al- 
ready mentioned. 

We now come to the mental dishon- 
esty. In my opinion here is a ten- 
dency to bluff at reasoning today that 
would have been frowned upon by the 
students themselves twenty years 
ago. iI find this in teaching mathemat- 
ics. Once agaim I hasten to say that 
this is far from ‘general. There are just 
as many good mathematical students 
n high school now as there ever were; 
but it does not seem so. This is caus- 
ed by the fact that the students are 
submerged by a rabble, as already 
stated. It is my belief that a similar 
throng df intellectual prevaricators 
always existed. They now come more 
vividly within the purview of the high 
school teacher simply [because more 
of them “go to high school” Huxley, 
that great apostle of intellectual hon- 
esty, said in a debate one time: “Clev- 
er men are aS cgmmon as blackber- 
ries, but show me an honest one!” 

Finally let us refer to the charge, so 
often repeated by certain adults, that 
the adolescent of today is character- 
ized by “a disregard of those conven, 
tions, etc.” In my opinion there is no

In her opening address, the Presi- 
dent pointed out that the spirit of the 
people was not in accord with present 
legislation in our Provinee.

its Increased car traflic, should seo a 
large percentage of the main and sec- 
ondary highways of this province fully 
marked, something that will bo of last- 
ing credit to the Alborta Motor As- 
sociation. 
| In tho north, much good work has

FARMERS ADVISED TO 
SECURE SEED O.\TS EARLY 

One of the most serious effects of 
the past dry season will be a shortage 
ST good seed oats for next year’s crop 
in some sections of the province. 
Farmers in these areas are being ad- 
vised by the Department of Agricul- 
ture to lose no time in securing the 
seed supply they will require for 
spring. 

There will be little difficulty in sup- 
plying this demand from other parts 
of the province where a heavier yield 
of the coarse grains was harvested, 
but it will be necessary to know the 
requirements of the drier districts at 
an early date. Already a considerable 
demand is reported from outside the 
province, and buyers are booking ord- 
ers for a large quantity of seed oats to 


| be shipped out of Alberta ‘before next 


spring. 

In order that Alberta farmers may 
be assured of their seed supply while 
grain of a good quality is available, 
they are advised to communicate at 
once with their local elevator agents 
so that arrangements can be made for 
any necessary shipments before seed- 
ing time. ‘ 


IMPORTANCE OF FISH 


Few people ever think that there is 
similarity ‘between chickens and fish, 
but similarity is present, none the less. 
The similarity is that the composition 
of fish protein resembles that of chick- 
en muscle, a fact: which is pointed to 
by Dr. Donald K. Tressler, of the fam- 
ous Mellon Institute of Research, as 
especially important from the dietary 
standpoint in view of the recognized 
high nutritive value of chicken ment. 
This protein content, moreover, is the 
chief food constituent of fish and in it, 
in ample proportions, are all the essen- 
tial animo-acids, “the wonderful com. 
pounds of which our muscles and 
many of our other tissues are con- 
structed.” These facts explain, in 
part, the increasing emphasis which 
Scientists and dietitians are putting 
on the food value of fish, but it is only 
explanation in part. 

Not only are sea fish rich in a pro- 
tein which contains tissue-building 
compounds that are lacking in varying 
degrees in some other foods but fish 
are easily digiested, they contain much 
higher amounts of fat soluble vita. 
mines than are to be found in meats, 
they include some inorganic elements 
of nutritive value that are missing in 
many foods, and the presence in them 
of such substances as iodine makes 
them preservatives of goitre and other 
diseases. These are among the reas- 
ons which of late years have led doc- 
tors and other health experts more 
and more to advise the regular and 
frequent inclusion of fish in the ar. 
ticles of diet.

Nho uso of tho combine ‘harvestor 
which both cuts and threshes tho 
grain has Increased at a very rapid 
rate in the Western Provinces and 
particularly in Saskatchewan, <Ac- 
cording to officials of the Swift Cur- 
ront, Saskatchewan, Txperimental 
Station, who have been observing har- 
vesting operations with tho combine
